Pot-Pourri and Flowers. 
| ae? 


EAR MARY.—I have been revellin 
D lately in visits to lovely “gardens, an 
one garden-lover made me free of her 
gardener’s ais, besides giving me a 
treasured recipe for pot-pourri, the only sure 
spell for prolonging summer into the winter 
months. I never buried my face in pot- 
ourri that could compare with this for 
ragrance, and it was a year old. To make 
this delight you need : 4 peck roseleaves, $lb. 
common salt, = bay salt; then 1 os. each 
of orris root, benzoin, storax, mace, .cloves— 
all well pounded. Add all sorts of sweet- 
scented leaves, dried, of course—myrtle, 
balm, rosemary, sweet briar, mint, thyme, 
verbena, carnations, violets, lavender, sage, 
jasmine, marjoram, orange flowers, etc, Put 
all the ingredients into a large, closed jar, 
and stir them frequently with a wooden 
spoon. A small orange stuck with cloves, 
dried in the oven and then pounded, is a 
great addition. 

Then you just ladle out the Rpt egy as 
you require it, into open bowls, or, better 
still, into ornamental. lidded pots—such as 
ginger jars—in which you can imprison the 
fragrance by night. 


Drying. 


An important gs is the proper gathering 
and drying of the leaves and petals. Roses 
should be gathered before they fade, a few 
day by day. Eath day’s gathering should be 
kept separate and spread thinly on a news- 
paper to dry in a shady room. It is a 
common mistake to dry petals in the sun, 
but this robs them of half their scent. 

On the bookshelves I found Mrs, C. W. 
Earle’s “ Pot-Pourri from a Surrey Garden.” 
I had met it- before, but the re-discovery of 
its charm determined me to buy it and also 
the two subsequent volumes by the same 
writer. Even if you haven't a garden vou 
should have the books. Te the first book 
another hand has added a section on the 
Japanese art of flower arrangement which. 
brief as it is, deserves to be widely read 
Westerners are, ou the whole, given to con 
sidering flowers in terms of colours on!y—a 
mistake that leads to the massive arrange- 
ment of flowers without regard for beauty of 
line, leaf and stem. We might well take sug- 
gestions from the Japanese. 


Study their Habits. 


The fundamental rule of the art is to study 
the natural habits of flowers, and take those 
into account when arranging them indoors. 
Water plants should be placed in wide bowls, 
reminiscent of their natural surroundings: 
trailing plants should never be forced to stand 
upright; while straight stemmed flowers, like 
gladioli,, ought not to be allowed to lean 
about at every angle. It is worth while 
experimenting. Take sweet peas, for example. 
They are usually arranged too crowdedly in 
bowls. Try putting three or four in a small 
glass vase, with one spray of their own 
foliage, and see how much more effectively 
their butterfly flight is displayed. Roses, too, 
should be arranged sparingly, with all un- 
necessary leaves carefully sninped off to dis-, 
play the lovelv colour gradations and ¢urves 
of: stem and thorn. 

The Japanese art reauires a number of 
holders for the flowers. but they may be of 
manv kinds. and should always be invisible. 
Excellent effects can be obtained with wooden 
plugs, cut to ft the top of a non-transparent 
jug or vase, having holes pierced in the wood 
with a hot poker. Two or three small jars, 
such as you get with potted meat. may be 
set in a wide bowl. and are invisible when 
filled with water. If the jars tend to over- 
balance in the bow! they can be weighted 
with pebbles.— Yours,

Blouses. 


Many cf the blouses to wear with sports 
suits or tailor-mades are of white satin, or the 
faintest shell pink.

‘all the old shibboleths which formerly divided 
the sheep and the goats in fashion. The new 
creed in fashion is beauty, and this beauty, 
Paris believes, is to be attained through 
rer and through beauty of. workman- 
ship. Thus, although Paris favours elabora- 
tion of detail in many of her creations, there 
is always in the main a simplicity of line 
which displays the figure to the best possible 
advantage; always the wearer is more im- 
portant than the gown, and the two together 
create a perfect whole. Another thing that is 
important is the refusal of Paris to relegate 
any one fabric to any one realm of dress. If 
one has a beautiful piece of tweed—and the 
new tweeds are ve utiful—one may even 
wear a dress made from it for.a tramp in the 
country or for a tea party in town. Paris 
adheres to no conventions. If a thing is 
beautiful, it is used in whatever way best 
suits the wearer, and always there is a 
tendency towards equalising styles, a levelling 
process in fashion, as it were, with beauty 
and simplicity as the common denominators. 
Because tradition has it that os should 
be worn upon ‘‘occasions"’ only, and with 
elaborate clothes, does not make this tradi- 
tion a law. It is possible to wear many rows 
of pearls on a jersey dress, if you want to. 
The explanation is that since pearls and jersey 
are both beautiful, they may be worn to- 
gether with perfect propriety. 


Bridal Finery. 


Bridal finery in Paris is gt a premium in 
the great dressmaking houses, and it is 
evident that fashions for the to-be-married 
follow the lead of life in returning to the 
safe and sane conditions of the past. The 
queer and the spectacular have disappeared. 
No more pink and blue brides, no more 
bridesmaids in red, and no more in the sophis- 
ticated black that a well-known dressmaker 
made smart for a season. It is true that the 
French brides of the humbler class sometimes 
go to the altar in a black crépe-de-chine dress, 
with a white tulle veil and orange blossom, 
but even this fashion is now in abeyance, 
since simple white satin wedding dresses can 
now be had at the big Paris stores for next to 
nothing. Brides now are going to the altar 
in snowy white—the white laid down by the 
ages as the one colour for a bride, «nd the 
sole shade approved by tradition. It -eems 
that art and shpáe have to be in line with 
the past to be respected at present.

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COTTON CRISIS. — 
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250,000 WEAVERS MAY BE 
THROWN IDLE.

The General Council of the Weavers’ 
Amalgamation decided in Manchester yester- 
day to recommend a general stoppage in the 
manufacturing section of the Lancashire 
cotton industry on the questions of wage 
reductions and the reinstatement of displaced 
operatives. 

The Central Committee of the Amalgama- 
tion put forward a recommendation that, in 
view of the breakdown of the negotiations 
and the unsatisfactory attitude of the em- 
ployers, there shoyld be a general stoppage 
of the industry for the restoration of agree- 
ments with regard to list prices and the re- 
instatement of the operatives brought out on 


strike. 

The gecommendation added 
taking action in pursuance of that policy the 
Central Committee should endeavour. to 
secure the support of the Central Board of 
the Northern Counties Textile Trades 
Federation. 

The recommendation was unanimously 
approved by the General Council, and it will 
now go forward to the meeting on Monday 
next of the Central Board of the Textile 
Trades Federation at Blackburn. 

A general stoppage in the weaving section 
of the laaseatire cotton industry would 
affect nearly a quarter of a million operatives. 
In turn, it might bring the spinning section 
to a standstill, involving nearly the same 
number. 

Tne general stoppage recommended by the 
General Council of the Weavers’ Amalgama- 
tion refers to the weaving section of the 
industry.

I sincerely hope that the Abbey Theatre 
School of Ballet will get a chance to show 
off its paces in Dublin during the regular 
Company's impending tour in America. Se 
far, to the best of my knowledge, the 
School has never given more than three 
or four performances in the course of the 
year, and this hardly allows it a fair 
opportunity. One of my most pleasant 
theatrical recollections of last year con- 
cerns the show in which Mr. W. B. 
Yeats’s “‘ The Dreaming of the Bones ”’ 
was performed in company with some 
dances by the Ballet School. There ought 
to be many more shows of this kind. Mr. 
Yeats’s verse plays are seen too rarely 
nowadays; they are, after all, the pro- 
ductions on which the National Theatre 
first. built its reputation, and they are 
among the things which the Abbey Com- 
pany does supremely weil. In addition. 
they are the best possible stuff on which 
to train the School of Acting. 

Personally, I fail to see any reason why 
such a show should not be staged once 
a month. The School of Ballet possesses 
good material, and, according to my im- 
formation, is enthusiastic to do as much 
work as possible. I have not heard much 
of the School of Acting for some time, but 
it ought to be capable of performing a 
verse play well, and of rehearsing it 
thoroughly in the course of a month, and 
I have no donbt that the public would 
turn up cheerfully to a monthly show.

Gumnastics in Germany. 


In connection with my remarks recently 


i on the subject of the spread of athleticism 
| in Germany, a friend reminds me that it 


is a common error to suppose that the 
desire for physical perfection is a post-war 
manifestation in that country. The 
Jugendbewegung—the German § Youth 
Movement—which, with its gymnastics, 
physical culture and organised ‘‘ hiking,’’ 
is the basis of the present physical de- 
velopment cult, had its forerunner over a 
century ago in thé movement which 
centred around Ludwig Jahn. It was 
about the year 1811 when Turnvater Jahn 
first gave public demonstrations of his 
methods of securing physical culture by 
gymnastics on the outskirts of Berlin. 
Like the promoters of the modern move- 
nent, Jahn also encouraged the spirit of 
Wanderlust, and the moral discipline im- 
posed by his system of training was of the 
utmost value to Germany after the 
Napoleonic War. About that time also— 
in 1815 to be exact—arose another form of 
youth association, the Burchenschaft—a 
league of students called into being as a 
protest against political reaction. This 
association was destined to come into early 
conflict with the administration, and was 
dissolved by law, being revived to some 
extent in 1848, when liberalism again 
became fashionable.

IA Ser dain prime béeves for the local 
trade sold fairly well, there was a 
drop of 1s. to 2s. per cwt. in the price of 
cattle at the Dublin market yesterday. 
Several of the leading cross-Channe] 
buyers were not in evidence, probably 
because they found it so hard to make 
purchases during the past two weeks. 

In the matter of lambs it is stated that 
supplies in Great Britain are plentiful, 
and as they can be bought cheaply there 

tential buyers have no occasion to look 
for lambs in Dublin. A . well-known 
Lancashire buyer declared that he could 
get all the lambs he wanted from York- 
shire, Wales and the Midlands. As a 
result of this state of affairs, lambs were 
bought for shipment from Dublin yesterday 
at 14s,, 16s., 17s. and 19s. per head, with 
a special lot at 21s. 6d. Shippers stated 
that they could not buy lambs except at 
about 5d. per Ib., if they were to make a 
profit on the other side. 

A Westmeath flock-master, commenting 
on the low prices obtainable for lambs, 
said that it paid him better to slaughter 
his own lambs and sell them at 9d. per Ib. 
than to send his stock to the Dublin 
market, with all the incidental expenses 
on top of low prices. 


SHEEP AND LAMBS. 


The number of sheep and lambs on offer 
was 8,222, or 1,651 more than last week’s 
total, and there was a big carry-over, as 
many sheep-owners refused to sell when 
they heard the prices offered. . Another 
factor that affected trade yesterday was the 
continuance of the heat wave, which puts 
consumers off meat-eating, and influences 
victuallers against putting in any sort of 
a stock.

FTER several hours’ flying over the 
west coast of Ireland, Mr. J. A. 
Mollison has decided that Portmarnock 
Strand provides the best runway for the 
take-off on his+double trans-Atlantic 


flight. 
Ho arrived at the aerodrome early this 


morning, examined the weather charts, 
and decided to fly over to Galway and 
inspect several possible sites that had been 
Flying a D.H. 
Gipsy Moth, and.escorted by his wife in 
her own Moth, Jason IV., with Captain 
J. P. Saul and Mr. W. R. Elliott, chief 
instructor of the Irish Aero Club, in 
another Moth, Mr. Mollison took off into 
the slight haze and flew to Oranmore Aero- 
drome, six miles east of Galway, where he 
refuelled before commencing his search for 
runways. 

“ I did not like anything I saw in the 
nature of a runway over in the west,” Mr. 
Mollison told me; “ everything appeared 
either too small or too soft. At Oranmore 
we all separated and flew in different 
directions, but our reports are unanimous 
on the fact that Portmarnock Strand is the 
best for the take-off.’’ 

Mrs, Mollison arrived back at Baldonnel 
fifteen minutes before her husband, and 
said that, although she thought the 
scenery in the west was very beautiful, 
there was nothing that looked like a suit- 
able runway for a heavily laden aeroplane 
such as Tha Heart’s Content. 


FINAL TUNING. 


The 120 horse-power Gipsy III. engine 
of The Heart’s Content was finally tuned 
up by the engineers, Messrs. L. J. Stanton 
and R. Waight, to-day. The oil and petrol 
filters received their final cleaning, and 
the petrol consumption has been reduced 
to approximatel ae allons an hour, oil 
being consumed at the rate of half to 
three-quarters of a pint per hour. The 
machine is now prepared to fly to Port- 
marnock for fuelling and for the take-off 
for the American Continent at the first 
favourable opportunity. 

Weather reports throughout the day 
have been bad. A steady head wind is 
blowing across the Atlantic, and heavy 
banks of fog hang over the Newfoundland 
coast. From the weather charts which I 
saw to-day, the conditions over the ocean 
are exceedingly unsettled, and the several 
complex low-pressure systems do not 
promise an early improvement. The start 
of the flight will, therefore, be delayed 
another day, and, if the present conditions 
do not.improve shortly, it is probable that 
Mr. and Mrs, Mollison will fly to the Irish 
Aero Club air pageant at Athy on Sunday. 


NO DUMP VALVES. 


I learned to-day of a decision made by 
Mr. Mollison, which reveals his un- 
bounded faith in his aeroplane and his 
confidence of a successful flight. “ Dump” 
valyes, which are emergency valves to 
permit the speedy emptying of the petrol 
tanks, thus adding to the buoyancy of the 
aircraft in case of a forced descent on 
water, have not been fitted to The Heart’s 
Content. On nearly every other aeroplane 


that has flown the Atlantic this provision | 


has been made, and in two recent cases it 
has saved the pilots’ lives. Lou Reichers, 
who was picked up off the Fastnet when 
he fell into the sea while flying from New 
York to Baldonnel, and Stanley Haustier, 
who was rescued in mid-Atlantic by the 
steamer Circé, after being afloat for several 
days, both ‘‘dumped” their petrol 
supplies. "

THE CHINESE HOST. 


By a CORRESPONDENT. 


O's host told us to meet him at the 


club, and to bring bathing costumes— 
an invitation which rather puzzled us. 
Nevertheless, we all turned up at the ap- 
pointed hour, and there was great excite- 
ment, and many questions were asked as to 
where the party was to be given, but nobody 
knew anything about it. Exactly on time 
our host arrived 
“Good evening, everybody.” . 
We replied in chorus and then waited 
silent. 
““ Please get into your respective cars and 
follow me.” 
So we were to be kept in suspense even 
longer. Soon a long line of cars was stream- 
ing slowly through the club gates. After 


crowded main streets of the city we came 
to the Chinese quarter. Here the streets 
were narrower and the houses were taller, 


subsided, and there was a general air o 
quietness about the place. . 

Suddenly there was a screeching and grind- 
ing of brakes. We had stopped — what 
next? In the squalid street we jumped 
out of our cars, men in dinner jackets and 
girls in long sweeping dresses and bright 
cloaks. Playing’ ‘‘follow my leader, 
we  clim up a dark, narrow, 
and what seemed an unending flight of 
stone steps. When at last we reached the 
top, after crowding along a dark passage, we 
found ourselves in a smallish room, furnished 
in a tawdry imitation of European style. Our 
host had disappeared, so we seated ourselves 
on the various armchairs and couches and 
waited, From the adjoining room came our 
host surrounded by Chinamen. i 

“Come along, seo? ng 1R he cried. “Here 
are our hosts for the evening.” And we 
shook hands with the genial Chinamen, and 
cocktails were handed round. Great excite- 
ment reigned when it was heard that we were 
about to partake of a real Chinese dinner. 


‘* PWE.”’ 


At one end of the room a Burmese “‘ pwe' 
was in progress. These entertainments are 
common among the Burmans, and at all big 
functions they are to be found. They consist 
of a band made up of the most extraordinary 
instruments and a troupe of entertainers. 
Brightly clad Burmese girls, with flowers in 
their hair, who dance and sing, and men who 
make jokes, and im a way correspond to our 
clowns. Several of the girls had rows of 

olden medais on their jackets, showing that 
they were experts. We were honoured that 
this ‘“‘ pwe”’ had been arranged for us, so 
we gave ail our attention to it, and clapped 
hard when a particularly difficult dance was 
performed with great skill by the leader 
of the dancers. Ail during dinner the band 
played, and the singing and dancing went on. 

Through an archway and into the dining 
room we saw a long narrow table, with cards 
on it showing our places. I found myself 
between a young Englishman and a small fat 
Chinaman, Mr. T’un Tin. 

Dinner began and the first course arrived. 
I looked down and saw a pair of red wooden 
chopsticks and a little silver two-pronged

‘fork, and what 1 supposed was a species of 


spoon. It was shaped about the size of a 
tablespoon with a very short handle, and was 
made of china. I turned to Mr. T’un T’in 
for help, and he showed me how to hold 
and manipulate the chopsticks with m 

ers, and there was great merriment all 
round the table as we vainly tried to fish 
up morsels of food out of our soup. In the 
end, most of us gave it up, and used our 
spoons.

To finish up, we had Chinese tea with 
flowers in it. All during dinner, which lasted 
over two hours, our glasses were refilled 
again and again with sparkling champagne, 
so that by the time dinner had ended we 
were a very merry SNE " 

Dinner finished, we adjourned to the other 
room to listen again to the “pwe.” Our host 
then said that we had other things to do. 
With much handshaking we said goodbye; 
thanked our smiling hosts, and climbed down 
all the steps to where our cars awaited us. 

_ Again orders were given to follow the Jead- 
ing car. It was almost like a maze as we 
threaded our way in and out and round the 
corners of the narrow gtreets, when at last

deep in drugged sleep lay on these bunks; 
others were still awake, and were busily en 
gaged in burning their opium. There is a 
great art in preparing the drug. It is placed 
on the end of a forklike instrument and held 
over a small naked flame. The men rest their 
heads on little blocks of stone, which 
have one side hollowed out, where the neck 
rests. Nobody paid the slightest attention to 
us as we wandered up and down, staring hard 
in our curios V, Some men were lying 
stretched on their backs, with their mouths 
wide open. Some were not wholly asleep, but 
we could see from their eyes that they were 
heavily drugged. ‘he pupils had narrowed 
to little slits, which is the sure sign «f drug 
taken. Some of the men of our party got 
some opium cigarettes, which are really quite 
harmless, unless smoked in huge quantities. 
They are very smal! and slim. 


A GAMBLING DEN. 


Still miore excitement awaited us. The next 
step in the programme was to be a Chinese 
gambling den. More winding in and ont of 
dark streets. This time we climbed a flight 
of shaky wooden stairs. In a small room 
there were two tables surrounded by China- 
men. Two different games were in progress 
We favoured the table nearest to us; the 
table had a square top, which was divided into 
four triangles, and a gold box rested in the 
centre, which contaimed large dice. We 
placed money on the spaces and lines, and a 
sdlemn Chinaman turned the box row 
The lid was lifted off, and the dice shown 
We won and lost, and many brave gambling 
spirits would have liked to have lingered 
there, but again we were hurried on. This 
time our stream of cars wended its way back 
through the now quiet streets of the 
towards the Club and the Cantonmen': 
Leaving most of the houses behind us, 
drove round the lake to our host’s house 
Here more refreshments were put before 
and we were told that the waters of the lake 
awaitc . our -easure. Clad in bathing 
tu -, we made our way down to the water 
edge by the light of the moon. The water 
was w:rm and limpid, and lanterns glowed 
softly through the darkness from bushes and 
from te raft out in the lake. We swam, 
floated, and dived from the raft until we 
were tired.

Hindenburg himself, whose majority was 
uncompromisingly substantial in the 
presidential election. Herr von Papen, 
when he was appointed Chancellor, was 
little more than the President's nominee ; 
but since then he has acquired a dignity 
of his own, and has found a most valuable 
colleague—perhaps, a master—in General 
von Schleicher. Appearances suggest that 
the immediate future of Germany is in the 
hands of these two men, and it is 
significant in this regard that the highly 
organised and numerous Nazis have not 
dared a revolution. There are signs that 
the Germans are beginning to respond to 
authority, and the next few months ought 
to see a definite change of temper in the 
country. If the von Papen Cabinet is a 
Junker Cabinet, at least it embodies 
those qualities which Germans have: 
learned through centuries to respect, and 
hitherto it has not failed.

Rin Tin Tin. 

We publish this morning a melancholy 
item of news which will bring to 
thousands of persons all over the world a 
grief more poignant than any evoked by 
the death-day of empires. Rin Tin Tin 
is no more. The venerable Alsatian 
quitted the stage yesterday in Hollywood, 
full of years—he was fourteen—and 
honours. Bad rews, we are told, should 
be broken quickly, but the amateur of 
American film-craft will confess to a little 
surprise that this sad intelligence should 
have been thrust so abruptly upon a world 
unprepared for it. We might have ex- 
pected bulletins signed by the anxious 
watchers at the “stars” kennel-side; 
some rumour might have been allowed to 
escape that the foremost veterinary 
surgeons of the universe had been 
summoned et enorthous expense. Yet, 
strangely, the great dog’s countless 
admirers were not told even that he was 
ill. The world will miss Rin Tin Tin; 
for he possessed many endearing qualities 
beyond the scope of human actors on the 
screen. He preserved, even in situations 
of bewildering complexity and stress, an 
air of polite detachment which was 
eminently refreshing. Unlike some of his 
human colleagues, he knew when to ¢cfface 
himself. He might run twenty miles with 
the secret treaty in his mouth, hurtle 
himself from an improbably ‘high cliff. 
swim the river in spate, arrive just in 
time to drag the hero from under the 
wheels of the express, and yet he wouid he 
content at the end to regard with quiet 
benevolence the prolonged embrace of the 
lovers he had brought together. We have 
been told that Rin Tin Tin received 
almost as many congratulatory letters 
from his '' fans *’ as did the most famous 
of America’s leading ladies. Their grief, 
we fear, will be inconsolable. Other noble 
animals, doubtless, will appear in time, 
but Rin Tin Tin will remain the authentic 
type of the film dog. 


“The Twelfth.’’ 


To-day begins the season in which 
grouse may be shot in the British Isles. 
The approach of the “ Twelfth ” has been 
hailed, as usual, by conflicting reports. 
Earlier in the year tidings from almost 
all the moors painted a picture of unre- 
lieved gloom, but the prospects have 
improved during the past few weeks, and 
the season of 1932 promises now to offer 
the sportsman a more satisfactory return 
for his labours. In the Dublin Moun- 
tains, at least, the supply of birds is said 
not to be below the average, and Irish 
moors. have been spared the mystarious 
disease which has so reduced the value of 
shoots in Yorkshire. Whether the sport 
in this country can be expected to flourish 
as it has flourished in other years, un- 
fortunately, is another matter. The un- 
certainty of the economic situation has 
been reflected in sport as in everything 
else. Grouse-shooting, with all. its 
attendant expenses—and every sportsman 
who has rented a moor can tell how 
numerous and unexpected the expenses 
can be—must suffer at a time when even 
the wages of a keeper have become a 
matter of consideration. In such difficult 
days the moors must be less strictly 
tended, and the poacher plies his trade 
unmolested among the heather which was 
trodden in happier seasons by the tenant’s 
guests. Yet, although bospitality may be 
curtailed and drives less ambitious, the 
high-flying Irish grouse will retain his 
reputation as a bird to yield good sport. 
The fine August days have dried the 
heather, and, probably, most Irish renters 
will be content to postpone their drives 
and begin the season by shooting over 
dogs.

The question of a change in the form of 
the representation of the Dominions in 
London may be discussed at Ottawa in 
consequence of the appointment of Mr. 
Bruce as Australian Resident Minister in 
London, with a seat in the Federal! 
Cabinet. When the term of Sir Thomas 
Wilford, the New Zealand High Commis- 
sioner in London, expires at the end of 
this year, it is believed that he wil! be 
succeeded by a Resident Minister. It is 
urged that one of the advantages of the 
change will be to bring the Dominions 
into closer contact with Great Britain and 
with one another, and that negotiations 
between them may be facilitated. Without 
making a direct or indirect attempt to 
influence the views of the Dominions, the 
British Government would welcome any 
change which would bring the Govern. 
ments into more direct 2nd continuous 
contact. 


Japan and the League. 


Geneva and diplomatic circles generally 
are concerned at the possibility that 
Japan may withdraw from the League 
Nations. Tokyo has made it clear that 
this course will be adopted if the Leaguo 
attempts to thwart Japanese claims in 
Manchuria. Both Germany and Italy are 
dissatisfied with some of the work a: 
Geneva, especially in relation to disarma- 
ment, They. deem that work ineffectual! 
and one-sided. The fear is entertainel 
that those two permanent members of the 
League may be influenced by Japan's 
attitude, and that they in due course may 
secede also. With the withdrawal of 
Japan, Italy and Germany, the League 
would be doomed as a world institution.

THE CATTLE TRADE. 

Yesterday’s cattle market in Dublin 
showed no improvement on last week's. 
The only difference was that larger numbers 
of cattle were presented, which had the 
result of depressing prices. © Export 
business, in. the circumstances, showed 
no substantial improvement. ‘The ex- 
planation of the increased” numbers 
apparently is that-the farmers are being 
forced by circumstances to cash their 
cattle regardless of price. The same story 
continues to come sise all parts of the 
country, and the same blank outlook per- 
vades every industry. 

Certain political observers commented yes- 
terday on the fact that, while the farmers’ 
hopes for this year’s cattle sales are 
being dissipated steadily, certain Fianna 
Fail speakers are encouraging the idea 
that they will be recouped from the 
£2,000,000 fund which was voted by the 
Dail recently as a war chest, among other 
things, to sustain the “‘ casualties” of the 
economic war. The remark was added 
that this advice might prove as illusory 
as was the information given from similar 
sources that under certain circumstances 
they would not have to pay their land 
annuities. 

There is still strong hope in some 
quarters that a settlement of the dispute 
with Great Britain will be brought about 
soon; but, so far as can be ascertained, 
there is no movement anywhere which 
would suggest such a possibility. 

It was urged recently that the time was 
rapidly approaching when the best brains 
of the country should be got together in 
the form of a National Government, which 
might save the country from the collapse 
which seems inevitable, President de 
Valera, however, gave his answer to that 
suggestion when he declared: *‘ We are 
the National Government.” Suggestions 
are, indeed, plentiful enough; but the 
Government appears to be determined to 
proceed, whatever the cost, with the 
policies for which it claims to have a 
mandate.

“The Army Comrades’ Association is a 
benevolent body, engaged primarily in 
efforts to alleviate the hardshine that fall 
on unemployed and disabled ex-members 
of the Army. As an organised body the 
Association endeavours to avoid politics, 
but, because of the part we have played 
in the fortrines of the country prior to 
and since the Treaty, and in order to be 
frank with the people, we have decided 
that it is better to declare our attitude 
towards the State in the present condition 
of national uncertainty, ‘ 

“1. We shall always support the law- 
fully constituted Government of the State, 
and in the maintenance of law and order, 
if called upon, we shall be ready to serve 
the country in whatever manner is re- 
quired. 

“2. We shall oppose Communism, or 
any disguised form of it sought to be 
introduced surreptitiously into the country. 
We regard it as a creeping danger, aes 
if permitted to percolate through the 
social fabric, cannot but prove itself an 
enemy of religion and ordered society. 
Particularly it may become an unsuspected 
source of danger to the farming popula- 
tion and other property-owners, small as 
well as.large. 

' ó. As an organisation we do not desire 
to meddle in politics, but we must be per- 
mitted to say that we regard as charged 
with extremely dangerous potentialities 
the new fashion of branding as ‘‘ traitors ’”’ 
certain public men with vt Áir we happen 
to have had the privilege of being 
associated in defence of the State. Should 
any Irishman come to harm as a result 
of ‘‘traitor-pointing,’’ the consequences 
may be a deplorable condition of reprisal 
and counter-reprisal, which would bring 
discredit on our race, 

“4. We believe that all political parties 
in the State are entitled to free speech, 
and that all citizens possess a fundamental 
right to hold and express opinions, having 
due regard to accepted principles govern- 
ing the aid of civilised peoples. 
Consequently, where the necessity arises, 
we shall deem it our bounden duty to 
resist any counter-attempts to interfere 
with free speech or the free expression of 
opinion. Democracy is dead in any 
country where the right of free speech 
within the law is challenged. 

“ 5. Reeently two of our members were 
the victims of unlawful attentions from 
persons who may be I.R.A. or Communists 
or free lances. To whatever category they 
belong we desire it should be known that 
we shall stand by those of our comrades 
who may be marked down for persecution 
or attack, and we shall be anxious at all 
times to aid the Government in vindi- 
cating the supremacy of the law. 

“6. In view of the attitude (defined by 
the President in the Dail on Friday, the 
5th August, 1932), of the Executive 
Council towards the holding of arms and 
military, stores by organised sections of 
the community, we desire to express our 
regret that the Executive Council should 
tolerate the presence of arms in the 
country in defiance of the laws of the 
State. We hope this decision will be re- 
considered, as such a pronouncement can 
only result in individuals arming against 
individuals and sections against sections, 
with obvious results. 

' 7. Approaching the anniversary of the 
death of General Michael Collins, our first 
Commander-in-Chief, we recall with pride 
that he gave his life in upholding the 
principle that the people shall rule. In 
token of homage to his memory, and the 
memory of “President Griffith and Vice- 
President O'Higgins, we pledge ourselves 
to defend. the Constitution (for which 
they and many of our comrades died) 
until such time as the sovereign people, 
by free exercise of the franchise, shall 
have decided to change it.

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HOW THE FARMER 


SUFFERS. 
POULTRY AND EGG 
INDUSTRY. 


HEAVY DECLINE IN 
VALUES. 


By Ovr Acricvurrvnar CORRESPONDENT. 


FE VERY product which the farmer ex- 
ports 1s subject to the 20 per cent. 
import duty in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. In the ease of the 
livestock trade the efiect has heen to put 
a virtual stop to business. Neither the 
stock-feeder nor the shipper wants to be 
20 per cent. out of pocket, and an attempt 
to pa:s the duty on to the Irish Free State 
farmer by reducing the price of his stock 
20 per cent. has resulted in what amounts 
to a trade deadlock.’ The farmer holds 
on in the hope that the position wiil soon 
be cleared, and the British shipper works 
on home supplies and Canadian cattle 
as far as pocsible. 

As it happens, the only meat in serions 
demand in either Great Britain or Ire- 
land is lamb, largely because it is plen- 
tiful and relatively cheap, although so 
far as Dublin is concerned, butchers have 
not substantially reduced their retail 
prices. There are, doubtless, some redac- 
tions, but they are not numerous and ,t 
is for the people themselves to ask the 
reason why. 


POULTRY AND EGGS. 


Turning from this to the egg and 
poultry industry, it may be said at once 
that some decline in values was expected, 
but not such a wholesale fall in the value 
of eggs as has taken place. One exten- 
sive poultry keeper has -found that eggs 
cost eightpence per dozen to produce, and 
with prices down to tenpence and a 
shilling per dogen wholesale delivered in 
Dublin, the profit now is negligible. Last 
year eggs from the same farm were brinz- 
ing 1s. 6d. per dozen. Old hens have 
dropped in value by half, and there has 
also been a decline in the wholesale price 
of chickens. Since the tariff went on the 
export trade of this particular poultry 
farm was affected to the extent of £150, 
an amount which represents a large 
amount of energy in poultry-keeping, and 
a very substantial loss. 

Small poultry keepers are feeling the 
reaction in the lower prices for eggs being 
offered by dealers who are connected 
with the export trade. When the henwife 
finds that the receipts from the sale of 
eggs and chickens are not sufficient to pay 
the children’s school fees, or provide them 
with necessities which must be paid for 
in cash, she will not have many kind 
words for the politicians who brought 
about the present situation. 


HITTING THE PRODUCER, 


Since the imposition of the British 
tariff, prices for eggs have fallen. The 
farmer’s wife refused to sell at the reduced 
price, and she was enabled to stand oyt 
in that way for fully two weeks, because 
there was a good deal of field work to be 
done, entailing the consumption of many 
eggs. Production has now gone off some- 
what owing to. the lateness of the season, 
and prices are becoming firmer. There 1s 
an export surplus available, and on what- 
ever is sent to Great Britain the producer 
nominally pays 20 per cent. duty. As a 
matter of fact, it appears that eggs are 
now being sold freight and duty paid, so 
that the exact amount of the tariff borne 
by producérs works out at 15 to 174 per 
cent., always assuming that the poultry 
farmer gets the full benefit of any arrange- 
ment of this sort. 

If eggs had become plentiful after the 
first fortnight of the tariff they could not 
be sold except by paying at least a pro- 
portion of the tariff, As it happens, pro- 
duction is going off rapidly. 

Producers of table poultry have not yet 
felt the full effects of the tariff, as pro- 
duction in that respect will not be in full 
swing for the next ten days. 


THE BUTTER TRADE. 


As regards the butter industry, a lead- 
ing representative of that industry ex- 
ressed the belief that, if Free State 
teen st had a free market and there was 
no 20 per cent. tariff, butter would be 
bringing-124 per cent. more. As it is, he 
pointed out, the trade is regulated by 
Act of Parliament. 

Mr. E. ©. Semple, Secretary, Irish 
Creamery Managers’ Association, when 
questioned, said that the new regulations 
regarding butter for export were working 
satisfactorily. The price of Free State 
creamery butter delivered in Britain, he 
said, was 108s. to 109s. per cwt. The 
price at the creameries was 85s. to 86s., 
‘plus 17s. per ewt. tariff, 4s. per cwt. 
freight and 1s. commission. The difference 
between that figure and the sum of 117s. 
guaranteed to creameries will be paid by 
the Free State Government to the 
creameries. ! 

“Apart from whatever the present situa- 
tion may bring forth, the butter is 
normal,” said Mr. Semple, “and the 
indications are favourable.” 


WATERFORD CANNING 
SCHEME. 


DEPUTATION STATES CASE 
IN DUBLIN. 


A deputation from Waterford Corpora- 
tion travelled to Dublin this weck to 
interview the Department of Industry and 
Commerce in regard to the proposed 
canning factory for Waterford. It con- 
sisted of Alderman N. William Jones 
(Mayor), Alderman. F. J. Edmonds, 
M. 8. Breen (President of Waterford 
Chamber of Commerce), J. Fitagerald, and 
P. O’Brazil (Town Clerk),

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STATEMENT BY 
MR. DE VALERA. 


GOVERNMENT WILL NOT 
INTERFERE. 


TATEMENTS which have appeared in 

an English newspaper alleging the in- 
tention of Mr. de Valera’s Government to 
interfere with the distribution of the 
prize money in the Cesarewitch Sweep- 
stake have been officially declared to be 
wholly without foundation. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


In a statement issued from Government 
Buildings yesterday evening, the Presi- 
dent said that there was no foundation 
whatever for such fears as were stated by 
a certain daily newspaper to be felt re- 
garding the Hospitals’ Sweepstake on the 
Cesarewitch. 

According to the newspaper in question, 
people in Great Britain were afraid that 
there was a danger of a Government pro- 
hibition of prize money being sent to 
winners in Great Britain, or that the 
State might impound a percentage of the 
prize money, or that legislation might be 
intreduced requiring prize-winners to take 
portion of the value of prizes in Irish 
goods. 

The President made it clear that the 
Government has not, and never had. any 
intention of interfering in any way with 
the prize money, or of taking any action 
antagonistic to the interests of ticket- 
holders, 


THE HOSPITALS’ TRUST 


EMPHATIC DENTALS. 


The Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., issued the 
following statement yesterday :— 

““ The Trish Free State Department of 
Finance has issued the following message, 
received from President de Valera, re- 
ferring to the article in the Daily Mail 
to-day converning the Sweepstake :— 

“ You are authorised to deny in the 
most emphatic terms this report in its 
entirety, so far as Mr. de Valera or 
the Government is concerned, as one 
of the most preposterous ever in- 
vented. It falls under two. heads.

UNEASINESS IN CORK. 


Considerable uneasiness has prevailed 
recently in Cork as a result of certain 
rumours that the Ford Company intended 
to transfer the whole of their tractor- 
making plant from Cork to Dagenham, 
and that the activities “f the Irish factory 
would be very much curtailed. Officials 
at the works refuse to discuss the matter 
at all. 

Rumours that the tractor machinery 
was being transferred began to gain cur- 
rency towards the end of last month, when 
the following Press statement was issued 
by. the board of directors in London :— 

“ We are not closing down the Cork 
plant. To enable us “to work more 
efficiently, we intend to centralise in 
Dagenham, within the next few months, 
certain activities which have hitherto been 
carried out in Cork. At the same time, 
arrangements are being made to carry out 
in Cork certain work which was formerly 
held in Dagenham. The transfers of 
machinery which are taking place are in 
pursuance of this programme.”’ 

Public feeling, however, has not been 
reasurred on the point, as it is known 
that many employés of the Cork works 
have received notice to transfer to Dagen- 
ham, 

The one fact that emerges plainly is 
that the Irish works are .being put into 
an almost impossible position by the 
recent Government measures. The im-

Alternative supplies of coal could, no 
doubt. be procured from other countries; 
but the tariff on iron and steel is much 
more formidable. As well as scrap-iron. 
the Cork factory imports forgings and 
other more finished items to a very great 
extent, and virtually the entire amount 
comes from suppliers in Great Britain. 
The supplying firms in question, having 
built up a connection with the Ford 
Company, are in a position to cater for 
their requirements almost at a moment’s 
notice, and it would certainly take a con-

It is supported by two great parties, the

munists, who are equally its sworn foes.

WILD REACTION IN SEVILLE. 


SEVILLE, Thursday. 


HE Monarchist rebellion here has 
collapsed in ignominious failure 
after a sensational twenty-four hours 
reign. Faced with internal revolt and 
surrounded by the advancing forces of the 
Government, its leader, General Sanjurjo, 
threw up the sponge and fled towards the 
frontier. The rebel chief is now on his 
way to Madrid as a prisoner, having been 
captured near Huelva, some seventeen 
miles from Cadiz, early this morning. 

Apparently in order to mislead the au 
thorities as to his intentions, General 
Sanjurjo remained in Madrid until the 
night planned for the rising, and then 
travelled by fast car to Seville, where, 
in the luxurious home of the Marquis de 
Esquival, he met a number of other con- 
spirators. 

Yesterday morning General Sanjurjo 
went with his supporters to the Capitania 
General, where he ordered the arrest cf 
the Civil Governor of Seville, the Mayor 
of the City and the General Commanding 
the Second Division. He also issued, 
through the evening papers, a manifesto 
to the people of Seville calling upon them 
to rise against the Government. Possession 
was taken of the telephone office, and 
all communication stopped with the rest 
of Spain. 


WORKERS’ PROTEST, 


Yesterday passed off without incident. 


The rebels had everything their own way, | 


and it was only when news came through 
that the attempt had failed in Madrid 
and other centres like Huelva and Jerez 
de la Frontera, that the leader realised 
that the game was up and attempted to 
make his escape.

WEEKLY LEVY FOR MEN ON 
STRIKE. 


At a mass meeting of railway shopmen, 
held at the Institute, Broadstone, last 
evening, Mr. E. Gaynor presiding, a resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted approving of 
the stand made by the Dundalk anas and 
fixing a weekly levy of 2s. 6d, on skilled 
workers and Is. on unskilled workers until 
the strike is satisfactorily ended. The first 
levy will be collected to-day and will be 
forwarded to Dundalk to be available for 
distribution among the strikers to-morrow. 

The Chairman said that the Dundalk. men’s 
fight was their fight, and if the Dundalk men 
went down they would all go with them. 

Mr. d. Freeland, organiser of the 
Amalgamated Engineering Union, said 
that the shopmen had suffered a re- 
duction in wages of £1 a week, to 
which they had offered no material resist- 
ance. They were going to fight the railway 
companies, and if necessary they were goitg 
to fight the Government. He desired to say 
that, while it had been imputed that the 
strike was an uiofficial one, the men had 
always the right to resist an encroachment 
hy the employers. The Amalgamated 
Kngineering Union had approved of the 
strike, which was now official, with the whole 
power of that organisation behind it. 

Mr. Felix McGee, vice-chairman of the 
Joint Coancil in Dundalk, said that the shop- 
men there had undergone trying periods. 
So far as his Council was concerned, they 


had no love for strikes, and no desire to have |

Mrs. Bruce was affectionately kissed by her 
husband, who said; “Never mind, dear, 
better luck next time.” 

To a Press Association reporter, Mrs. Bruce 
said :— 

“It is a great disappointment having to 
give up; but, it was the only aiternative. 
About mid-day we «discovered ‘that the 
temperature of the. ol was msing to 100 
degrees, and, as the hours passéd; so we 
found the oil pressure in the starboard engine 
was getting lower. We endeavoured to pump 
fresh oil into the engine, but we realised that 
it was not a matter that could be ‘serviced 
from the wing- 

‘‘We were concentrating on the British 
endurance record, and this, thank goodness. 
we have broken. We are all very thankful 
that we have brought the “City of . Ports- 
mouth’ down without injuring any of her 
three engines.”’ 


OIL OVER 100 DEGREES. 

Mrs. Victor Bruce and her two co-pilots— 
Flight-Lieutenant A. T. B. W. Pugh and 
Flight-Sergeant W. R. McCleery—broke the 
British air endurapce record of 5 hours <8 
mins. while flying im the “ City of Ports 
mouth,’’ over Ipswich Aerodrome. The record 
was broken at 2.0 p.m. ‘yesterday, Mrs. 
Brace having started her flight at 12.12 p.m. 
last Tuesday. 

The fliers were continuing the flight in an 
attempt to break the world’s air endurance 
record of 553 hours 41 mins. held by the 
Hunter brothers of Chicago, when the- trouble 
eventuated —“ ' 

On the final refyelling Sergeant McCleery 
was seen poinfing to one of the engines in the 
“City of Portsmouth,” and it was a few 
minutes after the refueller had landed that 
the following dramatic message came throagh 
the wireless :— ee 

“ Oil oter 100. .1 am goiag i give it a 
few minutes to rectify itseli. If it- does 
not 1 will be compelled to land.” 

The final message, received at 6.10 p.m, 
said :—‘‘ I am going to land Felixtowe. Tele 
phone motor boat termini.” 

Fifty minutes later the giant flying boat 
landed at Felixtowe Aerodrome. 


IAFE IN THE AIR. 

‘Jt was quite enjoyable up above, except 
ror the nights. They were rather an ordeal, 
especially when the fog came up. We‘had 
plenty of food, and we were kept going wel! 
with newspapers and mails, and I think we 
could have kept going for a month. None of 
us feel nervy. I am not efen deaf, nor have 
the throb of the ‘engines in my ears pow that 
I am on the ground again.” : 

Mrs. Bruce, who was wearing a pair oí blue 
serge trousers, a leather flying jacket, and a 
little woollen cap, glamced ruefully at her 
hands, which were thick with grime and oil, 
and said :— 

‘‘Isn’t it awful. 1 shall never get them 
clean again. Nothing is arranged with regard 
to our future plans. I think we all need a 
good night’s rest, and then we shall be better 
able to think about the matter.” 

After a quick wash at Felixstowe Air 
Station, Mrs. Bruce motored to Ipswich Aerv 
drome to spend the night under canvas. 


NOT MUCH. SLEEP. 

Both Pugh and McCleery looked extra- 
ordinarily fit, although réd-eyed. 

Pugh said—“ I suppose neither McCieery 
nor myself had more than 5} hours’ sleep 
during the whole of the trip. It is a pity we 
had to come down, for we had all got set. 
The routine of the day was being carried out 
without a hitch, and I think we could have 
gone on for a much Jonger time.

DOES THE MOON 
AFFECT CROPS? 


—_——- &— 


A suggestion that an igvestigation should 
be made gn really scientific lipes_of the effect 
ef the moon on crops in Britain Js put 
forward by Mr. R. Reynell Bellamy in 
The Fretd. 

Mr. Bellamy states that residence in the 
South Sea Islands has convieced him tha! 
the moon does have an important influence 
om terrestial conditions, and that a+ proper 
study may yield results of great importance 
to British farmers. 

“The islanders declare,’ he states, ~ (ha! 
the sap in crops flows upwards with the 
waxing moon and downward when tt is ©: 
the wane; consequently, they affirm tha! 
timber should be felled during the lia 
quarter of the moon, otherwise the woo! 
being full of juice, will attract borera, an’ 
be riddled by them in a very short time, 

“A native hut that 1 had constructed fo: 
myself was built entirely of timber félled with 
the moon in the proper quarter, except fo: 
about half a dozen rafters that were cut ont 
of season; within a few weeks these od: 
timbers were being attacked by the borers. 
and when I left the hot some three years 
later those particular roof pieces mig toning 
through and through in every direction, 
while the others had in no way deteriorated. 

“Again, I found that crops tlanted dpring 
the first quarter pat their greatest stfength 
into stem, leaf and fruit, while those plante:! 
with - the declining morn thrive more 
vigorously below ground, Knowing this, the 
Kanakas put in their maize, sugar cane e~! 
bananas, etc., during the new moon: white 
their yams, taro, manioc and -weet potatoes 
are planted in the old. 

“Many crops that I planted in my own 
grourd bore exactly as the natives said they 
would, On the ofher hand, a neighbour, who 
seofied at the theory of lunar influence oh 
vegetation, planted an acre or só of potatoes 
during “the first quarter, and was rewarded 
with a beontifal field of tops, but when he 
came to harvest his crop found hardly apy-

The volunteer salesmen of the British Post 
Office, who began in September last year to 
‘sell more telephones,” are smiling proudly 
to-day. Between September, 1951, and June, 
1932, according to official figures just avail- 
able, they have obtained 16,558 orders, which 
“means an additional annual rental revenue to 
thé G.P.O. of approximately £18,000. All 
grades of the Post Office staff have answered 
the appeal oí the Postmaster-General íor 
every effort to. be made to extend the use of 
the telephone, and in the nine months under 
review they have persuaded 14,381 people ta 
fill in cards asking for new or improved 
facilities. 

The number of new telephones ordered wag 
2,077, extensions applied for totalled 1,722, 
while over 10,000 ‘phone subscribers asked 
for their old instruments to be replaced with 
hand- microphone models. Extension bells 
were sold to 1,547 users.

The staff there 
obtained 498 new orders, 36 of which were for 
new lines.

FAMOUS EXPRESSES FULL. 


Shol at dawn and eaten at lunch—this 
will be the fate of thousands of birds to-day. 

Special and crowded trains to the North 
have been run for the past few days. From 
the moment when the first bird falls and 
the first trace is packed porters will work 
with feverish haste to fill special trains from 
the moors to London. And while the “ grouse 
express’ is speeding south, chefs will be 
preparing their kitchens for the birds. 
' The chief chef at a West End, London 
hotel has been looking forward to thi 
““Twelfth’’ as a connoisseur contemplates 
the tapping of a rare wine. We shall serve 
over twenty brace at lunch, he told a re- 
porter yesterday, and at dinner between 150 
and 200 brace will be on the tables.

For a 
vear or two we used aeroplanes to rush the 
birds to London from the moars;. but, owing 
to the difficulty sometimes of weather condi- 
tions in the North, all our grouse will come 
by train this year.

LANCASHIRE MAN’S NOVEL

“ Important Notice.—if this box, which 
contains dangerous germs for experimental 
work, should get into the hands of persons 
who do not understand how to deal safely 
with same, pieass return, wnopened, to 
Mr, « .+.; Lanes. ‘They will be rewarded, 
as these are valuable specimens obtained hy 
operation.” 

The assistant asked the man why he had 
brought it to his firm, and the latter reveale:t 
that the label was really an idea that had 
come to -him to ensure the safe return of 
205 half-sovereigns, which he was taking to 
London to sell. He felt that if the box were 
lost and openad by someone else, however 
honest, hé. might get the temptation to keep 
the gold. Bein gsomething of a psychologist, 
therefore, he had labelied the box as contain- 
ing something dangerous, and thought in 
the event of its being lost to ensure its return 
by the offer of a reward.

M the Pamirs and the borders of 

Indo-China, and far beyond stretch 
range after range of mighty mountains. 
This almost incredible aggregation of 
peaks, two thousand miles in length, con- 
tains well-nigh every variety. of climate 
iand scenery within the extremes. The 
miasmic, steamy heat of the jungles at 
the bases of these sky-toweriny giants is 
later met by the piercing airs of the upper 
heights; and a few miles only will ex- 
change the tropical luxuriance of the 
Indian. brakes for the bleak, barren 
deserts of Central Asia. This enormous 
area supports almost as many differing 
peoples as the climate varies. There are 
the people of Hunza and Chitral. the 
Bhotias and Sherpas.of Northern Nepal, 
the Lepchas of Sikkim and the wild: tribes 
of Bhutan. 

Withal only a small portion of this 
wonderful land is accessible to the 
mountaineer and explorer. Tibet and 
Nepal have set their faces resolutely 
against the foreigner, who might trespass 
with impious daring on the seats of the 
Eternal Gods who dwell aloofly on the 
uttermost heights of the world’s roof. 
Yet even the mountains available have 

ved stern and hostile to the inter- 
bé , Everest and Kangchenjunga have 

sed the assaults of man and taken 
toll of the violators of their lofty sides. 
Man, however, will prevail, and already 
some of the mightier peaks have known 
the tread of the conqueror on their top- 
most summits. Seventy or more moun- 
tains of over 25,000 feet are awaiting the 
climber, and last year one of their 
greatest fell to the attack, led by. Mr. 
Smythe, on Mount Kamet. 
Mr. Smythe was with the plucky, but 
unfortunate, party which essayed the 
dangers of Kangchenjunga, and narrowly 
escaped disaster, when - one+.of-«-the 
party, Chettan, a gallant porter; 
was. overwhelmed by an avalanche. 
The book ‘which followed this ex- 
pedition - was one of the literary 
triumphs of 1930, a veritable classi¢ of its 
kind, and this fine work under review, 
which describes the conquest of Mount 
Kamet, fully rivals its predecessor in 
interest, beauty of style, and the number 
of splendid photographs with which it is 
illustrated, e ascent of Mount Kamet. 
though far less difficult than others of 
the same range, was, nevertheless, a 
mighty feat. 
he comparatively equable climate of 
this peak was responsible for its fall. 
Climatically the mountain lies on the 
border line between the dry, westerly 
Tibetan winds and the area invadéd by

creaked.’’ It was impossible to leave the 
shelter of the tents; to have done so meant 
certain, frost-bite. At last the sun rose 
sufficiently to permit them to make a start, 
and after eight and a half hours’ gruelling 
toil the summit was reached. An incident 
which occurred now shows the real spirit 
of the party. Just as they attained the 
summit they seized upon their faithful 
porter Lewa, who had never failed them, 
and whose prodigious efforts had so en- 
couraged the others, and thrust him to 
the top, the first man to reach the top of 
eo gy — tribute to a faithful 
servant. Mighty peaks, range upon range, 
stretched away gs all ála. iy : 
“ Huge clouds, sun-crested above, purple- 
shadowed below, stood out from the val- 
leys, but their topmost turrets could not 
attain to our level. The breeze fanning 
us was deathly cold, the silence and sense 
of isolation almost terrible. There were 
no green valleys to be seen; all about us 
were peaks of black rock and glaring ice 
and snow, frozen outposts of the infinite.”’ 
The return journey was accomplished at 
last, and utterly exhausted they sank 
down. They had not escaped scathless: 
poor Lewa been badly frost-bitten, 
and two other members of the party had 
suffered slightly as well. The following 
day the ascent was again attempted suc- 
cessfully by the other members of the 
y, Captain Birnie; Dr. Greene and 
esar Singh. a porter, who were frost- 
bitten in their turn. Although they had 
accomplished the main part of their work, 
they now p ed to carry out the 
second part of the expédition, mapping 
and explorations at the source of the 
Ganges. After some more exploration 
work south of Kamet they happened 
upon the lovely Bhyundar Valley, a 
valley of Avalon, a paradise of peace 
and beautiful flowers, and they “‘ waded 
knee-deep through an ocean of flowers, 
ranging in colour from the “sky-bluerof 
the rere to the deep wine red of the 
potentillas.”” Another lofty pass was 
crossed, atid they descended into the 
Alaknanda valley, through which. fifty 
thousand or more pilgrims visit the sacred 
city of Badrinath, which, with Kedarnath, 
forms one of the holiest shrines— 
Kedarnath, Badrinath, names familiar to 
the reader of Kipting, who mentions them 
in '““Kim,” his finest work on Indian life. 
More exploration followed. The. ex- 
ban traversed the Arwa “valley up 
owards the watershed of the Gangotri 
and Alaknanda Rivers, and added ten 
great peaks from 19,000 to 22,000 feet in 
height to their “ bag.”
